His fellow tribesmen ask his advice about one 
thing and another, and always he tries to help 
as best he can. But still John Bird does not 
enter Domingo. 


Another day dawns. At the little bridge 
across which none ventures into Domingo with- 
out invitation, and beyond which so many 
cameras have been broken, a white man stands. 
John Bird is with him. The white man is sing- 
ing songs—about a man called Jesus—and, 
most wonderful of all, he is singing in their 
native tongue!

“Jesus loves me, This I know,” and ‘“‘What a 
friend we have in Jesus,” and others.

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story about little children suffering because 
branded as witches. 

Then comes the day we entered the village. 
All life was suspended; by magic the streets 
became deserted, and from the dark windows 
we saw many eyes peering out at us. Had we 
come a day sooner, we would not have been 
admitted, as a pagan dance was then in prog- 
ress. We met the governor, who in confusion 
covered the charm he was wearing about his 
neck. When we asked about pictures, Gover- 
nor Calabasa said, “You White’s friend? 
(meaning Mr. Whitener) Me White’s friend. 
Take picture me, my house; no more. And 
White, we hold council meeting, decide no 
white man come two months.” 

The response? Perhaps Frank Cheromiah 
will answer. Mesita is a village of the medicine 
men driven out of another pueblo by the Chris- 
tianized natives. Frank Cheromiah took a copy 
of Keres Matthew with him when he went out 
to herd sheep. He read English, but had never 
before seen his language reduced to writing. 
He learned to read by himself during the weeks 
he was out with the sheep, and upon his return 
proudly read the wonderful story to his broth- 
ers. They were fascinated by the message of 
the book, and kept him reading until three 
o’clock in the morning. When the council—and 
the white men who were there—heard of it, 
they drove Frank out. But the seed was 
planted. Six months later he returned, was 
tried and acquitted.

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“T have been leaving the Bible and some Tes- 
taments in certain homes where the people 
seem interested and sincere. Certain passages 
I have marked for them to read and think 
about. In a few days I will be able to tell just 
how much good this system accomplishes. One 
widow I visited and to whom I granted two 
Portuguese Gospels told me she attended her 
church, but derived no benefit from her wor- 
ship. Last summer her two children brought 
home two English Gospels distributed by the 
leader of some open-air meetings. Their little 
Gospels were destroyed by the priest when they 
produced them in their Sunday school. It was 
hard at first to convince her of the nature of 
my work. After awhile, however, she listened 
and then asked questions about some words of 
Christ I had read to her in Portuguese. After 
explaining, and reading to her 2 Cor. 4:3, we 
prayed. I gave her two Portuguese Gospels; 
for she cannot afford to buy, being on relief. 
She told me a significant thing, saying, ‘That’s 
the way with most of us, our eyes are half-open. 
We want to know the Truth.’ They are on the 
path of truth now, this widow and her two 
children. 


May 11-May 16 


“A young Portuguese fellow, who works on 
a New York boat, showed me a Gospel he had 
received in an open-air meeting in that city. 
Fortunately, he had read it and liked it a great 
deal. The visit at his home was long and de- 
lightful. He ordered an English Bible, and at 
this time he is reading the many passages I 
marked out for him. A case like this one proves 
that some of God’s seed ‘fell into good ground.’ 

“An old couple I called on were very atten- 
tive to what I told them in my message. This 
visit was a pleasant one, because they were 
eager to know of Christ and they asked many 
questions dealing with the Bible. This resulted 
in their purchasing a Portuguese New Testa- 
ment. I revisited them a week later and, to 
my surprise, I found that the old lady had read 
the Gospel of St. Luke and was nearly finished 
with the Gospel of St. John. Her husband can 
not read, but he memorized, with her help, 
some choice passages, which he repeats to his 
friends when they visit him. It is a joy to 
introduce the Scriptures into a home like that! 
And let’s not forget—it was the first time those 
old people got hold of a Bible and read it!

“The case for granting Bibles and Scripture 
portions was strongly supported by the results 
shown in the New Testament grant to the 
widow I mentioned-in my report of May 4-9. 
Unknown to me, the family living across from 
her is Christian. This Christian family en- 
couraged the widow in reading her Testament, 
and made many explanations concerning the 
Gospel. As a result, the daughter has pur- 
chased a Bible from me and is working to in- 
terest her husband’s family in taking up the 
searching of the Scriptures. As far as I know, 
there will be a fine work done among this wid- 
ow’s immediate neighbors; for her Christian 
friend is helping her to know Christ and how to 
teach him and his mission to others. 

“The Portuguese have continued in this coun- 
try a practice of organizing into various groups 
known as social or literary and sometimes sport 
clubs. Many of their members can read in both 
languages, and are willing to listen to the 
Word. Some are interested, others have shown 
indifference and are sceptical, and quite a few 
have no creed—rather, they don’t want to be- 
lieve in any faith. Yet, many are definitely in 
need of the gospel, as evidenced by their moral 
and spiritual characters. To such as these a 
wonderful work could be—and is being—done 
by their reading and listening to the words of 
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Jesus. A few cases are being followed up and 
I shall report any form of accomplished work. 


June 1-June 6 


“The most unusual case that I have so far 
met happened this week. It happened as a true 
guidance of God; for he manifested his grace 
so wonderfully that many lives are being 
changed so as to know him. 


“Walking along a street to make a call, I felt 
some inward presence direct me to a house 
where no Portuguese, so far as I had been told, 
lived. Naturally, I gave very little thought to 
the idea of entering. The voice persisted and 
impulsively I entered. The first and second 
floor tenants rebuked me. I was about to go 
away when I glimpsed the next flight of stairs; 
they seemed to invite me to go up. I went. 

“The call lasted two hours. The young man 
who received me was an invalid. In his long 
hours of being in a sick bed, he had read much 
about religion and about the Bible. The ulti- 
mate result of his study made him hold a curi- 
ous, warped conception of a God and the ‘reli- 
gion of Christianity’ as he put it. I asked him 
if he had read the Bible, to which he replied 
‘No.’ He merely read books which ‘explained’ 
and ‘talked about’ the Word. My suggestion

that he read the Bible instead of being an in- 
tellectual cripple getting his ideas from others, 
awakened him mentally. From then on we 
changed our conversation to his position spirit- 
ually. Medical authorities give him only a few 
months to live. For the first time in his life 
he went to his own church to take communion, 
confirmation, confession—and penance. To 
these sacraments he reacted violently, vowing 
to never again believe in ‘Christianity.’ I asked 
him to define the word ‘Christianity.’ His an- 
swer revealed his gross ignorance. Then I 
said, ‘Christianity is Jesus Christ—and those 
who follow him are Christians.’ This was one 
of the many great fundamental questions that 
he wanted to clear up. I left him, accepting 
his invitation to revisit him in two days. With 
him I left, as a grant, a Bible, with various 
passages marked for him to read over and med- 
itate and pray. 

“Then, two days later, with Mr. Oliveira, 
pastor of the Portuguese Baptist Mission, I 
came again. This time our visit lasted three 
hours. Oh, the great joy to see a soul being 
won to Christ! For such did happen. 

“As things stand today, the young man has 
been accepted for baptism, and his continual 
testimony is ‘Jesus Christ is my Saviour.’ ” 


An Engineer, a Drunkard, and Their Bibles 


Al story just as it was told to the hostess at the Society’s booth 
in an exhibit in Houston, Texas, last fall 


strolled into the American Bible Soci- 

ety’s exhibit and looked around. “You 
know,” he said to the hostess, “I always look up 
your exhibits. The first time I ever heard of 
the American Bible Society was about twenty 
years ago, when I ran into one of your Bibles in 
South America. I was engineer for an oil com- 
pany down there. It was right funny how it 
happened—”’; and he launched into the fol- 
lowing tale: 

Late one afternoon the young engineer rode 
into the gay, dirty little town which was to be 
his headquarters until his superiors saw fit to 
move him. He reached the plaza just in time to 
see two small native policemen dragging a mid- 
dle-aged man off to jail. The prisoner was

roaring drunk, but quite good-natured, and he 
sang psalms in a loud voice (with a strong 
Scottish accent) even after the door of the cala- 
bozo had been slammed in his face. 

The engineer was sufficiently interested to 
mention the matter to the local American con- 
sul whom he met the next morning. The con- 
sul grinned. “Oh, that’s MacLean,” he said. 
“He’s a regular offender. The finest sort of a 
fellow and—except for the drink—a first-class 
worker. That’s why he never stays in jail long. 
One of the planters will need a good foreman 
pretty soon and bail him out.” 

The engineer frowned: ‘“Shouldn’t think 
he’d be much use when he drinks like that.” 

“Oh, he’ll go sober for months. It’s only now 
and then when the homesick fit’s on him. And 
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even when he’s drunk, there’s not an ounce of 
harm in him. No brawling or meanness; he 
just makes a lot of noise and gives away every 
cent he has on him, and then they take him off 
to jail for safekeeping. Go by and see him, 
why don’t you? You’ll find him in the depths 
of despair, reading his Bible and swearing he’s 
the worst of sinners. The truth is, he’s the 
most charitable man in town—in a quiet way, 
you understand. Pity he can’t keep off the 
bottle.” 

Later, passing by the calabozo, the engineer, 
on an impulse, turned and went in. As the 
consul had prophesied, he found MacLean in 
_ his cell, gloomily bent over his Bible. Too de- 
pressed to talk much at first, he brightened vis- 
ibly when he found that his visitor had actually 
been in his native city of Glasgow. ‘Have ye 
now?” he cried, and then he began to talk. He 
had left Scotland as a young man of twenty 
and, as a seaman, had traveled all over the 
world before settling in the southern republic. 
“And do ye see this?” he said earnestly, hold- 
ing out his worn Bible; “that was given to me 
twenty years ago by the American Bible So- 
ciety, and I’ve had it ever since. If ye’ve talked 
to Mr. Nicholson (the consul), he’s told you 
that, even when I’m drunk, I’ve never done 
harm to anybody, and maybe some good to two 
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or three. Whatever small good I’ve done has 
been due to that book, and the ill I’ve done has 
been in spite of it. The drink is a curse on me. 
Now and then, with readin’ and prayin’, I think 
I’ve got it beat, and then I get to thinkin’ of 
home, and it comes back on me—like last night. 
I’m naught but a black sinner after all.” 

“Took here, Mr. MacLean,” said his visitor, 
“T think maybe I can help. I’m going to bail 
you out, and Mr. Nicholson tells me you won’t 
have any trouble getting a job; and the next 
time you get to feeling homesick, you come and 
talk it over with me. In fact, come around any 
time, and bring your Bible. It’s been a long 
time since I saw one.” 

“And,” said the engineer, “he did come 
around. We used to sit out in the patio and 
read that Bible. He knew it from cover to 
cover, and we’d argue sometimes most of the 
night. But it did him a world of good. I 
stayed there three years, and MacLean never 
touched a drop, and the last I heard he was still 
doing fine. I don’t take any credit; it was all 
that Bible of yours. But I’ve felt mighty 
kindly toward the Bible Society ever since.” 
He drew a well-used Testament out of his 
pocket. “You see,” he said, smiling, “I sort of 
got the habit from MacLean.”

the Society in the distribution of the 

Scriptures in Brazil is a large group of 
missionaries. They are engaged chiefly in pio- 
neer efforts on distant frontiers where the im- 
pact of evangelical Christianity has not yet 
been felt. Their testimony to the value and im- 
portance of the Society’s contribution to their 
work is unanimous. These earnest Christian 
workers, some of whom labor hundreds of miles 
from the large centers of population, depend 
upon the Bible Society to provide them with 
the message of the written Word for the prose- 
cution of their missionary tasks. 

One of these missionaries in far-off fields is 
the Reverend J. Roderick Davies, whose center 
of operations is the town of Corumba, one of 
the most central points on the Southern con- 
tinent. Corumba, in the large inland state of 
Matto Grosso, has a population of 40,000 in- 
habitants, and is a port on the Paraguay River, 
which in this region separates Brazil from the 
republic of Bolivia on the former’s western 
frontier. Using Corumba as his home base, 
Mr. Davies makes periodic journeys of hun- 
dreds of miles in various directions, preaching 
the gospel and distributing the Scriptures to 
the outlying settlers and Indian populations of 
these remote regions. He travels extensively 
on foot and on horseback with his companions. 
Sometimes he goes forth on the waterways in 
the mission launch ‘“‘Peniel,” usually following 
the Paraguay River, either north or south, and 
its numerous affluents. Our Society cooperates 
liberally with Mr. Davies in these long colpor- 
tage journeys by providing him with the Scrip- 
tures he requires in Spanish and Portuguese to 
meet the ever-increasing demands of his grow- 
ing field. 

Because of the considerable number of In- 
dians inhabiting the state of Matto Grosso, 
which name means “dense forest,’ Mr. Davies 
has had ample opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with the various tribes and their cus-

toms. Significant among these tribes are the 
Bororo Indians, several thousand in all, who 
inhabit the upper reaches of the Sao Lourenco 
River, a tributary of the Paraguay River. 
While the Bororos are a peaceable tribe, they 
have to the present date preserved all their 
tribal customs intact. Their condition is, there- 
fore, entirely primitive, and their life of fear, 
superstition, degradation, and witchcraft, with 
all the attendant rites and horrible practices, is 
characteristic of similar primitive peoples the 
world over. 

In his latest communication to the Agency 
of the Society in Rio, Mr. Davies states that 
missionary labors among the Bororos during 
the last few years are gradually bearing fruit. 
The first member of this tribe to embrace Chris- 
tianity was Caetano Mugudo Barecureu, in the 
year 1932. Caetano is one of a few among the 
Bororos who understand Portuguese. Since

the Bororo tongue is rendered “Ure Pague- 
nordou Awara’”’) to his fellow-tribesmen. A 
number of them, like himself, have already left 
behind them the superstitions of their forefa- 
thers, and have placed their faith in the one 
and only true God. 

A striking testimony to the complete trans- 
formation effected in the life of Caetano Mu- 
gudo Barecureu is the fact that, under the su- 
pervision of Mr. Davies, he has recently com- 
pleted the translation of ninety-seven different 
passages of Scripture from the Portuguese to 
the Bororo tongue. These passages, drawn 
from many books of the Bible, contain the heart 
of the Christian message, and have been 
printed in Brazil, under Mr. Davies’ direction 
and responsibility, in the form of a substantial 
twenty-two-page brochure entitled “The Way 
of Salvation.” This is the first Scripture por- 
tion of any kind to be translated and printed 
in the language of the Bororo tribe, and consti- 
tutes another eloquent witness to the indispen- 
sability of the Holy Scriptures in any attempt 
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to make men conscious of the greatest human 
need: fellowship with the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is expected that this brochure of Scripture 
passages will provide a strong impetus to the 
task of evangelizing the Bororo Indians and 
neighboring settlers who understand the Bororo 
tongue.

It is 
impossible to ascertain this figure, but careful 
estimates based on such figures as are available 
justify the assumption that commercial pub- 
lishers of Scriptures and the many other Bible 
Societies and organizations in the world distrib- 
uting Scriptures—one of which reports about 
2,000,000 of its own volumes in 1936—issue 
another 4,500,000 Bibles, Testaments, and Por- 
tions. This brings the total Scriptures issued 


to over 27,000,000. The three great Bible So- 
cieties alone since the beginning of their work 
have issued 892,173,029 volumes.

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Our Brethren of the Woods 


ES, they are Indians. But, how far re- 

moved in appearance from the traditional 

Indian of paint and feathers is this Bible 
Class of neatly dressed men! There have 
been other changes too, since at its second 
meeting the Board of Managers of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society agreed upon steps to make 
the Scriptures available in their own tongue 
to “our brethren of the woods” (Bible Society 
Report, 1818). 

These Indians of Oklahoma—the Cherokees, 
Chickasaws, and Choctaws—are no longer peo- 
ple of the woods and plains. Moved in the early 
nineteenth century from their native country 
east of the Mississippi, they were given tribal 
lands in the Indian Territory; but a later act 
of the government abolished tribal ownership, 
allotting to each man, woman, and child a cer- 
tain number of acres for his own. A majority 
of the Indians, credulous and unused to private 
ownership, soon sold or lost their lands to white 
settlers. Now, impoverished, ill-equipped to 
make a living, their tribal organization de- 
stroyed, they are trying to adjust themselves 
to life as individuals in the towns and rural 
communities of Oklahoma. 

In this effort at readjustment, the Indian has 
no better friend and helper than the Christian 
missionary. The government can _ provide 
schooling for the young people; but it cannot 
supply more than a part of the counsel and lead- 
ership the Indians need. It is the missionary 
whose constant personal contact with the peo- 
ple through their homes and churches bears 
the most immediate fruit in improved health 


and sanitary conditions and general practical 
education, as well as in moral training. To 
those who speak little or no English, the mis- 
sionary is practically the only interpreter, not 
only of the white man’s world, but of the Word 
of God. 

Pictured above are the ministers of the Choc- 
taw and Indian Presbyteries. The third man 
from the right on the front row is Dr. R. M. 
Firebaugh, superintendent of Indian work in 
the Indian Presbytery, U. S8., and the Choctaw 
Presbytery, U.S. A. “Our Indian people,” says 
Dr. Firebaugh in a recent letter, ‘‘are poorer 
than we have known them to be in the twenty- 
four years we have worked among them. Tu- 
berculosis, malaria, and trachoma flourish 
among them; for many of them live under the 
most unsanitary conditions. However, they are 
loyal to the church’s program, and out of their 
poverty they give liberally to all the causes of 
the church. Oklahoma Synod, in which our 
work among Indians is located, and one pres- 
bytery which is made up of Indian churches, 
made the largest per capita gift to the 1936 
Birthday Objective. The women of the Indian 
Presbytery, eighty-two in number, last year 
gave a total of $574—an average of seven dol- 
lars per capita. This represented real sacrifice 
—the result of tithing their pecans, chickens, 
geese, and eggs. The young people, too, are 
very conscientious. Not long ago, Mrs. Fire- 
baugh and I went to one of the churches unex- 
pectedly, and found that the young people had 
two programs for their meeting. They ex- 
plained that on the following Sunday they would 
miss a meeting on account of a Sunday-school 
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convention; so they were having two programs 
the same night. During the summer of 1936, 
daily vacation Bible schools were conducted in 
all of our forty-four churches, this work being 
done by the Indian young people who were at 
home for their summer vacations.” 

This is only one of many similar stories of 
devotion and need on the part of the Indians of 
the Southwest which come to the American 
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Bible Society. Within the space of a few days, 
the Dallas office received appeals from Mrs. 
Firebaugh, from a Baptist missionary among 
the Seminoles, and from a Methodist mission to 
the Indians in Louisiana. To all went offers of 
help in securing Scriptures, both in English 
and the Indian tongues. Thus the Bible So- 
ciety continues its 117 years of service to “our 
brethren of the woods.” 


A Blind Linguist 


Secretary Turner, of the Brazil Agency, sends this remarkable story of a 

man who, though physically sightless, nevertheless seeks to know the truth 

of the gospel as it is revealed in three different languages. Here by the way 

is fresh testimony to the superlative value of the Gospel of St. John as a 
medium of spiritual and intellectual enlightenment 


NE of the very gracious aspects of the 
() Society’s ministry is its service to those 

who have suffered the loss of sight. 
Here in Brazil, as in other countries, there are 
many blind persons, and a large majority of 
them are unfortunately so placed that reading 
material in systems suitable for the blind is 
often not available to them. The Society’s 
ministry is therefore doubly acceptable since, 
besides providing the Portuguese Scriptures in 
braille, it places the cost of these volumes 
within easy reach of the poorest blind person. 
How grateful we are that this is made possible 
through the thoughtfulness of the Society’s 
friends. 

Sometime ago the writer received a letter 
from the Reverend Pitrowsky, a Baptist pastor 
who ministers in the environs of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, and who has done much in many ways 
to assist blind persons. He asked if it would 
be possible for us to secure, at as low a price 
as possible, a copy of the Gospel of St. John in 
German braille for Sr. Paulo Guedes, one of his 
blind Brazilian friends. Sr. Guedes is a young 
man who, sometime ago, with two companions, 
studied the English language under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Pitrowsky, using the Gospel of St. 
John in English, as a textbook. In six months 
he learned English so well that he could read 
and understand it with remarkable ease. 


After receiving the German braille Gospel 
of St. John on the terms he had hoped for, 


Mr. Pitrowsky writes to the Agency headquar- 
ters as follows: ‘Paulo is now learning Ger- 
man, and I am teaching him this language using 
again the Gospel of St. John, the one you sent 
us. It is the only German volume we have, and 
he is making marvelous progress. I tell you, 
the Gospel of St. John is not only an excellent 
book to enlighten the heart, but also the mind, 
so that even a blind person can speak and un- 
derstand unknown tongues! Will you please 
transmit to the kind giver of the German Gos- 
pel, our hearty gratitude.” 

Messages of this kind from persons who have 
felt the impact of the Society’s ministry are en- 
couraging indeed, and should serve as an added 
incentive to all who love the Scriptures to help 
generously in the work of the American Bible 
Society through prayer and through gift.

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“Brightening the Corners” 


This group of incidents from the Secre’ary of the Central District points 

to the varieties of need, and the readiness with which the Scriptures satisfy 

hungry hearts. Mr. Cameron, it will be remembered, served in the Philip- 
pine Islands for many years.

‘4 NHERE is a “corner” in Kentucky where 
I met a blind man and helped him to get 
embossed Scriptures. 

There is another “corner” in a big city, 
where a shut-in was helped spiritually by the 
donating of a Bible. 

In a Virginia hospital, in a “corner,” an 
Oriental was comforted with the Scriptures in 
his own dialect. 

In the Philippines and elsewhere over the 
world are “corners” where the Bible came by 
chance one day and remained an everspreading 
center of light. 

These “hidden corners” are discovered by our 
Secretaries and colporteurs as they go about 
their fields, bringing light into darkness. 

I picked up the blind man in Kentucky late 
one night, at a tollgate in the country. To the 
blind, the dark of the night makes no difference ; 
so he had walked that far to see his friend, and 
the tollgate keeper asked me to take him the 
rest of his journey on my way. In conversa- 
tion with my passenger I learned that he had 
attended a school of the blind and had read a 
little of the Bible, from the school library, but 
did not know that it was possible to get the 
Scriptures in braille at so low a figure as 
twenty-five cents a volume. I told him to write 
to the New York office of the American Bible 
Society, and with every expression of profound 
gratitude he assured me he would. 

The shut-in referred to above wrote to our 
office, asking for assistance in getting a Bible. 
We not only supplied a Bible, but sent a pastor 
to this needy man’s address. Knowing the pas- 
tor, I have all assurance that spiritual nourish- 
ment was given personally as well as through 
reading the Word. Another little “corner” was 
flooded with light. 

Out in the Philippines, Bundang, one of our 


intrepid colporteurs, who was always ferreting 
out the folks in the remotest places and remem- 
bering those whom others forgot, followed a 
gang of timber men who were cutting their way 
through a jungle to clear a passage for a rail- 
road. In a clearing far in the interior he dis- 
covered a village worshipping Christ by the 
light of a Bible, that had been sent among them 
through a friend from the outside. There have 
been numerous instances similar to this. In 
Brazil, a colporteur sold a Bible to a man on 
the street, who sent it to a relative miles away. 
A missionary, later on, wrote up an account of 
a whole village he had found enjoying fellow- 
ship with Christ with one Bible in their midst. 
On investigation by the colporteur, it proved to 
be this Bible he had sold on the street. God 
prepares the seed of the maple in such a way 
that it sails into far-away places; and, in like 
manner, through his children he gives flight to 
the seed that is the Word, sending it into re- 
mote “corners” of the earth. 

This collection of stories about “corners” 
would not be complete without mention of the 
brown lad in Richmond, Virginia, lying in the 
isolation ward of the hospital, where he had 
been taken from the gunboat on which he had 
served as a marine. He was lonesome and 
wretched when our Secretary visited his bed- 
side. The Secretary’s knowledge of the Orient 
and of the many languages into which the 
Seriptures have been translated, made it obvi- 
ous to him that this lad was a native of the 
Philippines and could easily be supplied with 
the Scriptures in a language which he could 
read. After some time a copy of the Bible was 
handed to him. It was in the Ilocano language 
—his language! The sick lad’s face brightened 
when he saw that the book was written in his 
native tongue, and his “corner” was flooded 
with light. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


T the annual meeting of the 
British and Foreign Bible 
Society it was reported that the 
civil war in Spain, then almost 
of a year’s duration, had not 
halted the distribution of Scrip- 
tures. The Bible depot in Ma- 
drid was kept open during the 
siege of the capital, and 211,- 
000 volumes of Scripture were 
distributed during the year.

G. A. Frank Knight, D.D., gen- 
eral secretary of the National 
Bible Society of Scotland.

William M. Cameron 


ON May 20 in Portsmouth, 
England, death claimed one of 
the Society’s most loyal and 
valued servants, William M. 
Cameron, who had rounded out 
seventy years of life, joining 
the staff of the China Agency 
nearly forty years ago. After 
working in the field as super- 
visor of colporteurs, he became 
assistant in the headquarters at 
Shanghai, and during the ill- 
ness or the absence of the 
Agency Secretaries he carried 
much of the responsibility for 
the large China field. 

For two years Mr. Cameron 
was in charge of the Siam 
Agency, but eagerly returned 


to a less conspicuous post in 
China. In 1933 he and Mrs. 
Cameron retired to England. 
At that time the Board of 
Managers adopted a resolution 
in “appreciation of his thirty- 
two years of valued service to 
the work of the Society in 
China.” No other staff member 
has served the Bible Society in 
China so long, and none more 
faithfully.

The Goodwill Industries are fos- 
tered by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. In addition to their 
many other services, they handle the 
Bible Society’s mission Bibles. They 
buy them from us and resell some of 
them, but give many away. Mr. 
Whitehead, the manager, is doing a 
wonderful work in the distribution 


of the Bible. 


Rev. Irving Bond, of the Gulf 
Coast Mission, says: “I have been 


placing Bibles in homes which have 
never had one. It hurts to say ‘no’ 
to these dear people, but as our stock 
is depleted, we have to wait until the 
Lord sends more.” 


Rey. E. C. Atkins, of the Georgia 
State Prison Farm, writes: “The 
tracts sent me will be of special help 
to those who are reading the Bible 
daily. This year 825 men and 
women have joined the Testament 
League to become daily readers of 
the Word of God. Of them, 260 
have pledged themselves to live a 
better life, and 109 have undertaken 
to read the Bible through this year.” 


IN sending a check for ten 
dollars, a retired veteran Pres- 
byterian missionary in Persia 
includes the following in his 
letter : 


I am always impressed by what I 
read in Brsue Society ReEcorD as 
showing the wonderful work that is 
being done all over the world. Hav- 
ing lived in Persia for fifty-four 
years, over forty of it as missionary 
of the Presbyterian Board, I have 
seen many examples of what the 
Word is doing there. We have 
abundant proof that there are thou- 
sands of secret believers, not known 
to us, who have been led to the 
Truth through the Scriptures. 

One day a lady in one of our sta- 
tions in Persia made a call on a 
Moslem friend she knew. When she 
knocked at the street door, she was 
cautiously admitted and led into 
an inner yard, then up into a room 
where, to her astonishment, she saw 


“a group of some thirty Moslem men 


and women, the women unveiled, 
and that before the women as of to- 
day are unveiled; they were having 
a meeting for study of the Word 
and prayer. 

My friend asked how long this 
had been going on and was told over 
ten years, with great secrecy of 
course; for had it been known, 
there would have been persecution if 
not death. 


This had been going on under the 


very eaves of our mission, and we 
knew nothing about it. 
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Miss Carrie Bradford Millet, 
one of the Society’s annuitants, 
sends us this picture of herself 
with her Sunday-school teacher, 
“Mother Endeavor” Clark, and 
writes Treasurer Darlington: 

I really am living on borrowed 
time. When I took out my annuity, 
I was only sixty-eight I believe, and 
fully expected you would have the 
principal long, long ago. It has been 
of great benefit, as my finances have 
suffered much loss; (my _ bankers 
failed) and everyone has felt the 
depression severely.

day, May 18, 1937, at 3:00 p.m. 
President John T. Manson was in 
the chair. 


Devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Editorial Secretary 
Francis Carr Stifler. 

The annual report of the Board of 
Managers was presented, copies hav- 
ing been distributed. 

The report was accepted, and its 
printing and circulation authorized 
under. the direction of the Board 
of Managers. 

The names of the Managers whose 
terms had expired were read. The 
Committee on Nominations, ap- 
pointed for the purpose, recom- 
mended the election of Winthrop 
M. Tuttle, Orrin R. Judd, Ellwood 
M. Rabenold, Edward S. Malmar, 
Jeremiah R. Van Brunt, Ward Mel- 
ville, Edward H. Hume, M.D., Fred 
Herrigel, Jr., and C. E. Leavers, as 
Managers, and they were elected by 
ballot for the term 1937-1941. 


The Board of Managers as now 
constituted was directed to meet at 
the Bible House on the first Thurs- 
day in June for the purpose of or- 
ganizing for the coming year and 
for the transaction of such other 
business as may be presented. The 
filling of any other vacancies in the 
Board of Managers was referred to 
the Board with power. 

The business having been trans- 
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acted, the President introduced the 
Reverend George Shannon McCune, 
D.D., LL.D., recently returned from 
Korea where he spent many years as 
a translator, educator and mission- 
ary administrator. Dr. McCune 
gave a very interesting address on 
the work of the Kingdom in that 
country, and emphasized the impor- 
tant place which the Bible has held 
in the missionary enterprise, the 
Book of Books being used as a text- 
book in the schools, and stating that 
the Bible is the real cause for there 
being 500,000 Christians in Korea 
today. 


President Manson extended an in- 
vitation to all to remain for tea and 
to inspect the new Bible House. 


During the tea, Miss Margaret T. 
Hills, Assistant Librarian, described 
the arrangement of the Bibles on 
the shelves about the room and re- 
lated a number of dramatic inci- 
dents connected with the translation 
of the Scriptures.

Arthur L. Brown 


The death of Mr. Arthur L. Brown 
after a few days’ illness on Tuesday, 
March 16, brought grief and a distinct 
sense of loss to the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society. 


Mr. Brown had been an active mem- 
ber of the Board since March 1920, 
and has rendered particularly valuable 
service on the Foreign Agencies Com- 
mittee, being chairman of that com- 
mittee from October 1928 until his 
death.

For forty years he held an important 
position with the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company. 

Mr. Brown’s only survivor is a niece, 
Mrs. Robert O. Kellog, to whom the 
Board extends sincere sympathy.
